It seems that in handling the 
strike in the min es that-the late 
administradion made one great 
tactical error and that was in the 
method of trying the prisoners 
and the fact that the writ of habeas 
corpus was suspended. This was 
one of the most unsatisfactory con¬ 
ditions of the Civil War. It is 
still uncertain whether the prison¬ 
ers taken by the army dki Paint 
Creek were prisoners of war or 
merely civilians arrested in a war 
territory. As the court did not 
follow the statutes in regard to 
trying-and sentencing the prison¬ 
ers, it may be taken for granted 
that they were tried as prisoners 
of war. In the earliest times, 
prisoners of war were absolutely 
at the disposal of their captors 
and were slain. As the centuries 
went on humanitarianism coupled 
with self interest made them bond 
slaves for life and as such their 
captors had the power of life and 
death over them. They have now- 
been placed in a class and the only 
power that the conqueror has is 
to hold them to the end of the war. 
In the Civil War not counting the 
surrender at the end, more than 
four hundred thousand solldiers 
were captured and confined. At 
the beginniifc of the Civil War a 
situation presented itself calling 
for the oontrol and suppression of 
disorder on the part of i civilians 
in the immediate territory occu¬ 
pied by the troops, such as depre¬ 
dations on private property, dis¬ 
orderly conduct, suppression of 
gambling houses and speakeasies 
and the like. General Mc(Jellan 
assigned this task to a provost- 
marshal-general as duties “which 
had not before the service been 
defined.” General Curtis criticis¬ 
ed the innovation and he said that
